I left one 
company of riflemen, to conceal themselves near 
the bridge, and upon our appearance on the op- 
posile side of the riyer, to commence firiny, in or- 
der to throw them into confusion,’ 1 then pro- 
ceeded with the remainder of the force about five 
miles, to а ford over the Canas, and down on the 
southern bank of the river. About sunset we 
arvived within sight of the enemy.
